doubtedly experienced the same 
whetted curiosity as the child with the 
bud. Your success in .june is more 
than an academic one. You have met 
with a triumph in learning to think 
on an entirely new subject, but you 
have also met a great challenge. Now, 
can you put your thou.ghts to work? 

Education sets us free. How often 
have we heard the idealistic expres¬ 
sion “tile bonds of ignorance”? But 
you must agree that a lack of know¬ 
ledge of science prohibits us from 
understanding the world around us; 
lack of w'ork in mathematics with¬ 
holds from us the keen tingle of satis¬ 
faction upon solving a challenging 
problem; lack of study of history or a 
foreign language keeps us from truly 
understanding other people. Most 
si.gnificant of all is a lack of apprecia¬ 
tion for our own language. .Such a 
neglect bars us from enjoyment of the 
literary masterpieces of Shakespeare 
or Keats, but also prevents us from 
experiencing the joys of true com¬ 
panionship through mutual under¬ 
standing. Moreover, words are the 
tools not only of expression but also 
of thought. \Ve must be educated in 
order to be free to gain these 
pleasures. 

Education spreads culture among 
all the people, not only the privileged. 
In the days when only the noble few 
had time to pursue their artistic bents, 
and the others spent all their time at 
work, democracy was non-existent. 
But our democratic society has pro¬ 
vided for eveiwone the time for these 
pursuits. It is the purpose of '< )ra- 
tion to teach us to use th- ' • • or 


cultural benefit. Education develops 
in us a sense of the beautifid. The 
literature, music, and art classes 
offered at Patterson are obviously for 
that purpose, but so too arc the 
languages and practical sciences. 
Creativity or culture appears in many 
forms, not the least of which is a care¬ 
fully stitched apron or a meticulously 
finished lamp. Patterson stimulates 
these arts in all her scholars, and 
opens oi' broadens for everyone the 
fascinating worlds of culture. 

In these ways, Patterson is elevat¬ 
ing us, is teaching us to think, is set¬ 
ting us free, and is giving us all a 
ta.ste of aesthetic values, through edu¬ 
cation. .And education is the aim of 
democracy.

In his address to the graduating class 
he stressed the fact that students 
should, if possible, go away from 
home to attend university, in order to 
become independent; that they should 
hi- individuals and. not rely entirely 
on traditions; that they should stay 
in residence at the L'niversity of 
their choice to learn how to live with 
jx-ople, to share svith them, and to 
understand them. L’niversity should 
not be regarded as an institution 
which offers only academic oppor¬ 
tunities. There are things which can¬ 
not be learned from books. The most 
important point he mentioned is, per¬ 
haps, the fact that the student at the 
pre.sent is faced with a challenge of 
immense magnitude. His choice of 
Nocation is not as clear cut as it was 
with students of his day. He has the 
problem of reaching into the future 
and answering the innumerable 
challenges, blurred by their mere 
abundance. Mr. Earp ended his ad¬ 
dress on a note of encouragement 
coupled with a deep understanding.

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VALEDICTORY ADDRESS

During fi\e years we have been 
working toward this goal, to come 
marching down tlie aisle in oiir caps 
and gowns, to hear our names called 
out from the platform, and to be 
awarded our diplomas certifying that 
certain required subjects have been 
satisfactorily completed. 

For many of us, a program of for¬ 
mal and closely regulated education 
is now concluded. \S'e are either in 
the business world or some higher 
fonn of education. This is essentially 
a working world. Thus it is important 
to know whether or not we have been 
so prepared that we shall be able to 
make a living. 

\Nith this in mind, our educators 
have offered us a definite programme 
of useful instructions. From mathe¬ 
matics wc finally grasped the funda¬ 
mental concept of numbers; from 
science, certain material relationships 
which exist. Rut there is need for 
more than the practical. 

In our five years at high school, a 
basis has been gi\’en to satisfy this less 
tangible desire for culture. For e.x- 
ample, the purpose of a language is 
to enable an exchange of ideas, so we 
worked hard at Latin or French. In 
addition to the mental training in¬ 
volved, we have met with great 
classical writers such as Homer and 
Virgil, and also that great French 
classic—Marie Chapdelaine. 

The study of the past, as a means 
of understanding how condition 
evolved to the present, has been 
fascinating to us. In history cla.sses 
we studied the evolving of the British 
Parliamentary system and its modern- 
day counterpart in the Canadian 
House of Commons and Senate. 

Before our English Literature 
courses, we as'oicled Shakespearean 
plays as something dull and incom¬ 
prehensible; after five years of careful 
study wc deiived a great benefit from 
the presentation of many Shakespear¬ 
ean plays including “The Tempest” 
and “Hamlet”. As a result of our 
training, we should continue to find 
ourselves-—without teacher direction— 
enjoying the best in art and drama. 

Besides our academic instruction, 
we learned valuable lessons in co¬ 
operation and understanding. Lmder- 
standing w'as not written above the 
classroom door. Wc were taught 
these with our friends in both inter- 
form and inter-collegiate sports, 
classroom discussions, various com¬ 
mittee meetings, and in conversation 
in the halls. High school was one 
little world in which wc lived. There 
were people of different religions 


different races, different social back¬ 
grounds. and different charactei's: yet 
sve ha\’e li\ed and worked together 
\(Ty well. There were small disagree¬ 
ments and misunderstandings, but. as 
a whole, we worked together in har¬ 
mony. WTiat was our key to success? 
L’nderstanding and co-operation. We 
learned to understand through ac- 
c]uaintance.s. by knowing the worries 
and troubles of all. 

•As we leave Patterson many things 
will be left behind the excitement 
and tension of the optming day as¬ 
semblies; the visions of New York as 
wc .sat entranced during L’nited 
Nations .Assemblies; the solemn strains 
of the Last Post on .Armistice Day; 
the unnatural ejuietness of the gym 
during the final exams; and the class 
party held at Point Pelee. We lease 
the Collegiate Council with its lessons 
in Parliamentary Procedure; the Pa¬ 
trician staff wdth its opportunities for 
writing and developing salesmanship; 
and all our athletic opportunities. Re¬ 
sides the memories of these experi¬ 
ences, wc hope to take with us these 
cpialities of courtesy, dependability, 
industry, and initiative which Patter¬ 
son has endeavoured to instil in us. 

In a wcll-constructed play Act I 
presents the starting point of action 
and suggests a trend. So it is that 
our high school education to this 
moment will determine our direction 
for the rest of our lives. 

Special thanks should be gi\’cn to 
our parents for their kindne.ss and 
helpfulness during these five difficult 
years of high school. Many of us feel 
that the diplomas which are given to 
us this cv-ming are to be shared e<|u- 
ally with our parents who have 
worked so hard to solve our algebra 
problems some evenings. W’e extend 
thanks to our teachers and principal, 
Mr. Liddell, whose jjatience and skill 
have brought us to the succe.ssful com- 
pletion of our high school days. 

So. parents and friends, wc say our 
formal "Good-bye” with a sense of 
I'egret, to be sure; yet we have caught 
a vision: we are faced with a task, 
and we feel that the wise man indeed 
was the man who said: “.A vision 
without a task is a dream; a task 
without a vision is drudgery; a vision 
ivitli a task is the hope of tbe world.”

NEW ZEALAND

It is hard to write to good old 
Patterson again from so far away. In 
some ways life here in New Zealand 
is ver>’ different from life in Windsor, 
but in many other ways it is just the 
same. 

.Vloiintains, fore,sts, and the sea add 
a varied beauty to the country, so 
that the land itself is very different 
from yours. But on the other hand, 
the teenagers are just the same. The 
hit parade is about two months be¬ 
hind Canada’s but despite that, some 
of the dances are the best I’ve seen. 
But what I really wish to tell you 
about is school. 

The years don’t go according to 
grades but forms, form III being 
equivalent to grade nine. The stu¬ 
dent enters high school at the age of 
12 or 13 and for three years follows 
one of two or three courses, much 
the same as Canada’s academic and 
commercial courses. At the end of 
the third year everyone must write 
what is called “School Certificate”. 
This works under the unusual system 
that only the top half of the cla.ss 
passes; the others must repeat or 
leave. 

These exams open a number of 
opportunities, including nursing. At 
the end of the fourth year another 
set of exams allows the student to 
enter university, provided his year’s 
work is satisfactory. He must have 
four subjects, one of them English. 
Incidentally, the three maths are con¬ 
sidered as one subject. After receiv¬ 
ing University Entrance he is ex¬ 
pected to have another year of high 
school, taking a scholarship course 
with e.\aminations of a very high 
standard. A limited number with the 
highest marks have all their fees paid 
in university. 

•About the actual schcx)l life here. 
The schools arc not democratic, but 
enthusiasm is not affected by this. I 
wish most earnestly that you in 
Patterson, who are being taught de- 
tnocracy and self-reliance along with 
sports and academic subjects, realize 
Md appreciate that fact. You in 
•sorth America are taught democracy 
“no one else in the world is! 

Here our head girl and bov and 
prefects are chosep by the staff.' They 
wn have permission to give lines or 
strap. As.semblics, dances, clubs 
*reall run by the Headmaster, whose 
is law. There are the strictest 
^■s of unifoi-m that must be obeyed, 
course, I don’t wish to say that 
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the students are unhappy. They 
aren’t. Nevertheless, they are taught 
not democracy but obedience. 

One conclusion I have come to is 
this if Patterson would only get a 
little more enthusiasm and appreciate 
the wonderful democracy she has, 
what a nearly perfect .school she’d 
be!
